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PERNICIOUS PATRIOTISM 


_ DOES THE END ever justify the means? This ageless, 
unanswered query may receive another trial next fall if 
and when California’s electorate resolves the fate of the 
proposed Louis Francis Amendment, an initiate measure 
drafted by Assemblyman Francis of San Mateo County. 

As summarized by State Attorney General Stanley 
Mosk, the constitional revision — 

1. Declares existence, purposes, and objectives of world 
communist movement. 

2. Denies communist and subversive organizations po- 
litical party status and property tax exemption. 

3. Prohibits members of such organizations from hold- 
ing public office or employment with public or state 
agencies. 

4. Requires teachers and other employees of public ed- 
ucational institutions to answer congressional and legisla- 
tive committee inquiries concerning communist affilia- 
tion and subversion. 

Basically, the constitutional change is a state level rep- 
resentation of the Federal Internal Security Act and the 
Federal Subversive Activities Control Act of 1950, in- 
tended ‘to increase state powers against subversion. 

Close examination of the amendment, however, reveals 
the weasel in the henhouse, a questionable policy involv- 
ing the denial of due process of law. Any one of a num- 
ber of state agencies or officials may accuse, and ulti- 
mately declare, an individual subversive, thereby defam- 
ing him, without prescribed law procedures. 

Educators as well as legal counsel throughout the state 
are questioning the constitutionality of the measure. 
Hartnell President J. Frederic Ching stated to this publi- 
cation, “Although the intent of the bill is good, the pro- 
cedure could be definitely contrary to American princi- 
ples.” 

His principal objection is that, in application, the 
amendment could easily be “disastrous to the good name 
of persons who are not communist in thinking, but 
caught in a charge against which there is no defense.” 

Supporters of the-amendment published a rather ludi- 
crous full-page ad in the Salinas Californian May 4. Dr. 
Ching’s subsequent letters to the editor graphically 
pointed out its fallacies. 

First of all, the findings of three of a committee of 
23 were used as a basis to.term California’s educational 
system subversive. 

In Dr. Ching’s opinion, the ad is “without integrity, 
misleading, detrimental to schools, poorly prepared, not 
based upon fact, and has little relationship to the Francis 
Amendment for which it allegedly campaigns.” 

This brand of round-about, underhanded advocacy in- 
dicates a lack of faith, even in the measure’s strongest 
supporters, that it can stand close scrutiny. 

“Do we want to be guilty of attacking communism by 
un-American actions which infringe upon the rights of an 
individual?” Dr. Ching asks. 

Shall we drink sulphuric acid to rid ourselves of can- 
cer?

Latest little bill aimed at tak- 
ing away our rights as laid down 
in the Constitution is the “An- 
fuso Bill.” The purpose of the 
plan is to give the federal gov- 
ernment a list of people who 
own guns which would “be help- 
ful in time of war.” Yes, it 
would be helpful—to an invad- 
ing enemy. France had such a 
list when the Germans invaded 
in the Second World War; pos- 
session of this list by the Ger- 
mans made resistance almost im- 
possible. The communists made 
invaluable use of just such a list 
when they took over Czechoslo- 
vakia. 


The bill also states that pri- 
vately owned guns should be reg- 
istered to reduce the use of fire- 
arms in criminal activities. How- 
ever, most guns which are used 
in major crimes are stolen or are 
homemade. Therefore, it is very 
unlikely that a criminal will reg- 
ister his gun with the F.B.I. be- 
fore “he pulls a job.” 

The Constitution says that the 
“right of the people to keep and 
bear arms shall not be infringed.” 
And if this bill isn’t an infringe- 
ment and another step towards 
slavery, there isn’t a Frenchman
